R. J. Dinning, liquor commissioner, 
announced on Monday that the price 
of hard liquor charged at Alberta 
vendor stores under the new act 
would be from 15 to 25 cents more 


than the price now in effect in 
British Columbia, The Herald here 
gives the latest prices charged in

of the proposed Alberta price, based 
on a maximum increase of 25 cents 
per bottle:

FRENCH POLITICAL SITUATION

Paris, April 26—(By Canadian 
Press)—The political situation in 
France is not so clearly definite as 
it is in England, where three well 
assigned parties are to be found to- 
gether amongst public opinion and in 
Parliament. . 


From analogy, however, it seems 
possible at the present moment tc 
class the several French political ele- 
ments into three distinct groups:(1) 
the Conservatives or Reactionists, (2) 
the Liberals or moderates, and (3) 
the Radicals, Socialists and Extrem 
ists. 

(1) The Conservatives, which in- 
clude the partisans of the old rule: 
(royalists and Bonapartists) also the 
Intransigents, Catholic or Clerical 
party, only count a very restricted 
number of representatives in Parlis- 
ment. There group, known as the 
group of Independents, only counts 
27 members ac the Chamber. In the 
Senate, the group of the right oniy 
counts 11 members, which means tha; 
this party, however frequent the agi- 
tation of the Loyalist fraction of th: 
“Action Francaise,” has but little in- 
fluence in the country. 

(2) The Liberal party, or Moder- 
ate party, which indeed, constitutes 
the majority of Parliament, is calied 
the “Bloc National,” the creation of 
which followed the election of Nov 
16, 1919. 

This grouping, which on the eve 
of the elections of 1919 had brought 
several elements together, such as 
the late members of the “Action Lib- 
erals Populaire” (Catholics) the Pro- 
gressionists, the Republicans belong-

NEW LIQUOR ACT PROCLAMA- 
TION NOW ALL READY 


Edmonton, April 29.—Commis- 
sioner R. J. Dinning of the Alberta 
Liquor Board was back in his office 
here Tuesday but declined to give out 
for publication the list of vendors 
who have been appointed for the 
various places where government 
liquor stores are to be opened when 
the new act is proclaimed. 

Secretary Mason of the board 
said Mr. Dinning would probably 
make this list public Wednesday. 

Attorney-General J. E. Brownlee 
declared Tuesday that he was un- 
able to say when the Liquor Control 
Act would be proclaimed. 

“I have the proclamation all ready 
but the date is absolutely up to Mr. 
Dinning. When he announces that 
things are in shape to commence dusi- 
ness we will bring the act in effect.” 

According to unofficial information, 
beer sales will not commence until 
May 15th, and sale of hard liquor by 
the government vendors about June 
1st. 

Mr. Brownlee says he understands 
that the liquor board’s regulation will 
be published in this week’s issue of 
the Alberta Gazette, but even in this 
respect there was no positive assur- 
ance for the coming Tuesday.

ERADICATION OF 


WILD OATS 


Wild oats will not germinate ex- 
cept during the spring and early 
summer, they will not germinate on 
top of the cround nor below a depth 
of three or four inches and they will 
not germinate in soil deficient ir 
moisture and wild oats will retair 
their vitality in soil for several yea ‘s 
These are the facts on which must be 
based the methods of treating land 
infested with wild oats. To treat 
wild oats they must be induced tc 
germinate and this can only be done 
in the spring within the top thre 
inches of soil. 

As early as possible in the spring 
harrow the infested area and leave 
until the wild oats plants show abovc 
the ground which may be any time 
between the first and fifteenth of 
May, depending upon the seasor 
Plough then to a depth of three or 
four inches and sow barley and oats 
for green feed. Few wild oats ar 
likely to appear in this crop. If dur- 
ing the previous season, the land hus 
been shallow ploughed or doubte 
disced after the crop was taken off,

The points to observe in fanning 
seed grain are: first, proper air 
blast; second, right size and combina- 
tion of sieves; third, right speed; and 
fourth, running the grain evenly and 
thinly over the screens. 

The wind supply or air blast in all 

machines is provided to remove as 
much of the lighter seed and chaff as 
possible. If the air blast is not 
sufficiently strong, the chaff and 
pieces of straw will find their way 
back into the sample, while if the 
blast is too strong, some of the good 
grain may be blown out. The air 
blast also serves the purpose of keep- 
ing the sieves clean of the lighter 
material thus allowing them to do 
more efficient work. A trial of the air 
blast should be made with each new 
lot of seed to be cleaned in order to 
see that the correct amount of air is 
being supplied. 
t also may be found necessary to 
change or reajust the sieves to get 
the best results. A good assortment 
of sieves is imperative and a test 
should be made with different types 
before undertaking to clean seed in 
order to ascertain those capable of 
doing the best work. The top sieves 
should be large enough to allow the 
seed to pass through, the remainder 
of the sample, such as chaff and 
pieces of straw, running over the top 
and out at the end of the mill. Some- 
times it is expedient to deliver the 
good grain at the back of the mill 
instead of at the usual feed point 
in order to get rid of a certain 
impurity that cannot otherwise be 
removed. The lower sieve or sieves 
should be large enough to allow the 
weed seeds or broken kernels to 
escape but fine enough to carry the 
good kernels over the top. If wild 
{buckwheat is present, a sieve with 
triangular 8-64 inch holes or slightly 
bigger will be found a handy one to 
have. 

The following sieves will be found 
useful for the cleaning of seed grain: 

WHEAT AND  BARLEY—The 
upper sieve should be a zine or tin 
perforated sheet with twelve, thirteen 
jor fourteen sixty-fourth inch holes. 
The lower sieve should be either a 
perforated zinc sheet with eight or 
nine sixty-fourth inch holes or should 
be square woven wire mesh eight by 
eight or nine squares to the inch, or 
long woven wire mesh two by nine, 
two by ten, ortwo by eleven squares 
to the inch. 

OATS—Upper zinc sheets 
with slots seven, eight or nine sixty- 
fourths inch wide by three-quarter 
inch long. Lower sieve: zinc sheets 
{with slots one-tenth to one-thirteenth 
{inch wide by one half inch long.
